enters the ranks of the collector entirely 
ignorant, or with but a slight knowledge 
of ‘anything to do with old furniture, 
china, pictures and prints. Such a work. 
is that of Mr. William G. Menzies, which, 
coniing at a time when all Ireland seems 
to be, imbued with a veritable fever for 
spehding money on antiques, should meet 
with great demand and « warm welcome 
from all types of collectors—both the 
amateur and the sot-disant expert. 

Mr. Menzies’s bock is divided into four 
sections, which deal respectively with the 
subjects enumerated. Every section is 
complete in “itself, thus enhancing the 
value of the book as a work of reference. 

* * * 7 * 

In thé furniture section Mr. Menzies 
deals fully and faithfully with the three 
great ages‘ of English furniture. Conti- 
nental craftsmen are not dealt with so 
thoroughly, as the appeal of the latter is. 
limited. — Separate. chapters are devoted 
to thé Age.of Oak, the Age of Walnut and 
the Age of Mahogany, and the Elizabethan 
period is chosen as the starting-point of 
the author's dissertations on the furniture- 
maker’s art, as he is ‘of opinion that, 
outside churches, museums and. private 
collections, pre-Elizabethan furniture is 
practically non-existent, and that “it is 
generálly a safe principle for the amateur 
to discard any so-called ‘ Gothic oak,’ or, 
in fact, ‘any pre-Elizabethan furniture 
that may be offered him, as such pieces 
almost invariably prove on close examina- 
tion to be ‘the work of the Continental 
faker.’”’ 

Discussing Jacobean oak, Mr. Menzies 
observes that the Fire of London, from 


ithe point of view of the present-day 


collector, was one of the greatest disasters 
in history, as it resulted in the total loss 
of much of the finest woodwork produced 
by the craftsmen of the first half of the 
sixteenth century. In the chapter on the 
“Age of Walnut,” interesting reasons are 
set forth to show why this wood super- 
seded oak for the manufacture of furni- 
ture; in fact, with the aid of Mr. 
Menzies’s excellent book the history. of 
England. can be traced and expounded 
through the medium of her furniture, 
which, throughout the centuries, has never 
failed to. express the changing minds’ and 
ideals of the great craftsmen who put 
their very souls into their handiwork. 

The Age of Mahogany is expounded in 
full, as befits the period which includes 
the work of such master craftsmen as 
Chippendale,. Hepplewhite, Sheraton and 
their numerous followers. It ig; too—as 
Mr. Menzies points out—perhaps the most 
interesting period, as prior to the first 
years of the eighteenth century the names 
of few actual makers of English furniture 
were known. 

An interesting and instructive chapter 
on French. Furniture is included in this 
section; dealing with “furniture collecting; 
whichis brought to a close with a com- 
prehensive furniture glossary and an 
extremely useful list of furniture-makers. 
This list is in alphabetical order, and its 
several' columns contain certain informa 
tion régarding the country, period. and 
peculiarities of each craftsman.

“Of all collectable things, perhaps, the 
productions of the old-time potters of 

urope and the East attract the greatest 
number of adherents.’’ This is the opinion 
of Mr.. Menzies, and there are many 
collectors’ who share it with him. China 
collecting, as Mr. Menzies points out, is a 
vast subject, and to become a master of 
all there is to learn about even one im- 
portant factory can easily be made the 
work of a lifétime. Mr. Menzies is to be 
congratulated, therefore, on condensing so 
much valuable information on this 
fascinating subject, as he has succeeded in 
doing in the section of his book which 
deals with porcelain and pottery. 

In this section separate chapters are 
devoted to English Porcelain, English 
Pottery, French Pottery and Porcelain, 
and the Collecting of China in general. 
Every factory of any importance to the 
collector is dealt with, and 1n every case 
information is given concerning the 
factory’s history, its paste and glaze, its 
productions, their decorations, peculiar 
colours, their characteristics; - artists’ 
names (where known) and the factory’s 
distinguishing marks. Every kind of ware 
seems to have been dealt with, and in all 
cases the names of the authorities whose 
works should be consulted on the produc 
tion of any particular factory are given. 

* * - * ~ 


In the section of ‘‘ Collecting Antiques ” 
devoted to ‘‘ Picture Collecting,’’ the 
author deals with the various schools in 
particular, separate chapters being devoted 
to the British school, the Dutch and 
Flemish schools, and the French school 
The German, Spanish and Italian schools 
are discussed in one chapter as, except to 
the student of art history, they are of com- 
paratively little interest to the average 
British collector. Following the latter 
chapter there is a catalogue of British and 
foreign deceased artists which, with the 
name of each artist, gives information con- 
cerning his date, school, class of work, and 
where examples can be seen in London. 

In view of the fact that print collect- 
ing offers, perhaps, the greatest oppor 
tunity to the collector of moderate means, 
a considerable amount of space is given 
over to its discussion, and, following a 
general introduction, the collection of 
prints, etchings, mezzotints, line en- 
gravings, Turner prints, stipple prints, 
woodcuts, aquatints and lithographs are 
faithfully and fully treated in several 
chapters. Separate lists are furnished 
which deal with the artists in each type 
of work, giving their names, dates, 
favourite subjects, etc. A glossary of 
engraving terms is also included in this 
section. 

Mr. Menzies has not forgotten the 
ubiquitous “ Faker,” and a chapter is 
devoted to his work and its detection at 
the end of the volume, which is brought 
to a conclusion with a comprehensive 
‘* biblography of books on furniture, china, 
pictures, prints and collecting generally.’’ 
Mr. Menzies is to be congratulated on 
having condensed so much information on 
a variety of subjects into one volume and 
his publishers on their choice of type «nd 
the general ‘‘ lay-out” of the book, which 


is admirably illustrated throughout.

In a prefatory note. Professor Toynbes 
is careful to point out the exact scope of 
his book : it “is restricted to the considera 
tion of how (the) foreign relations of the 
British Empire were conducted during a 

riod when the arrangements. for: the 
conduct: of them were changing and grow- 
ing very rapidly. In other words, this 
volume is concerned not so much with 
political as with constitutional history ; 
and here again it is only one. aspect of. 
constitutional history that is in question— 
the aspect that bears upon foreign, as 
distinct from inter-imperial or «internal, 
affairs. ‘The constitutional hiswry of 
inter-imperial relations has only been 
touched upon in so far as this: has 
seemed neecssary in order to throw light 
on certain problems and controversies 
which arose over the conduct of foreign 
relations.’’ This may seem not to justify 
the long and somewhat unwieldy title of 
the book, but a reading will show that 
nothing bearing upon the important 
problem which he has undertaken to 
analyse has been overlooked.

A “JAZZ EXPERIMENT. 
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THE “ RHAPSODY IN BLUE ” 
RECORDED. 


There must be large numbers of people 
who never buy records other than dancé 
music; and records made by favourite dance- 
bands seem to have a great sale. I should 
like to hear the opinion of a typical dance- 
music enthusiast on the “ Rhapsody in Blue,’’ 
which comes under notice this month by 
means of a new Brunswick record. My own 
approach to this work is that of one who 
uses the gramaphone almost entirely for the 
reproduction of serious and classical music, 
and | find it extremely interesting. 

The “Rhapsody in Blue’’ was composec 
by George Gershwin, one of the most success- 
ful American composers of dance music and 
of musical comedies of the type that reached 
their 
music, almost entirely of jazz tunes. 
Gershwin came in on the jazz tide, and made 
a fortune with his rhythmic numbers for 
stage and ballroom. [I know enough of 
dance music to testify that his were among 
the most distinguished examples of it since 
the jazz period began. He, moreover, did his 
own orchestration of his tunes, and was -re- 
ss for many of the ingenuities that 

istinguish dance-band work to-day in ‘such 
matters as saxophone and brass instrument 
freak effects. 

Gershwin is a musician of good. sound 
training, and probably could have acquired 
a reputation for composition in classical form 
had he not chanced on a more prosperous oc- 
cupation. As he worked away on jazz 
themes, he recognised, rightly, that: jaxzz—

His work, despite its frank jazziness, 
rightly has been admitted to classical concert 
programmes. Its excellence from a musical 
point of view is such that it would be played 
frequently as a serious concert work if there 
were not the practical difficulty that it re. 
quires a specially constituted orchestra, with 
a peculiar complement of saxophones and per- 
cussion. 

What I foresee happéning is not a change- 
over of classical orchestras to the constitu- 
tian required for such a work, but the deve- 
lopment of the best jazz bands to a pitch at 
which Gershwin’s work comes within their 
normal scope. Already, as a matter of. fact, 
we are familiar with Paul Whiteman’s orclies- 
tra at that pitch, and Fred Elizalde exhibit- 
ing the requisite pianoforte technique.

VIOLENT ATTACK BY FIANNA 
FAIL DEPUTY. 


The PRESIDENT moved a vote of £16,420 
to complete the sum necessary for the 
expenses of the District Courts, which were 
not charged on the Central Fund. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, explained that the total amount re- 
quired was £49,000 to cover the whole costs 
of the District Courts, both clerical and 
others, except the salaries of the justices, 
which were charged on the Central Fund. 
The figure last year was £15,000; so that 
there was an apparent increase. What 
happened was that the salaries and expenses 
of the’ headquarters’ staffs of the District 
Courts ontside the metropolitan area were 
now, for the first time, provided for out of 
voted money. These were formerly paid out 
of funds which were known as the District 
Court Clerks’ Fund, which were made out of 
revenue, such as fines, licences; etc., obtained 
in the courts. This fund had now been wound 
up and transferred to the Exchequer. It 
was noteworthy that while the jurisdiction of 
the District Courts was far greater than the 
jurisdiction of the old Petty Sessions Courts 
the cost of running the system had been 
reduced. i 

The Courts of Justice Act, 1923, provided 
for the appointment of four anent 
assistant justices at a salary of each, 
to do the work that was at present being 
done by the temporary vacation FE gers 
The new appointments would be made early 
in the year 1929. |

Dealing with the vote of £58,432,432 for 
the Supreme Court, he said that deputies 
would note there was provision for three 
Taxing Masters in the estimate.

This estimate showed a very considerable 
decrease in the cost of the Supreme Court 
staff as compared with the old réime. They 
were asking for £60,000, whereas in 1921 it 
was . £140,000 — that was, of course, 
with. cost of living bonus, In 1921 the 
basic amount was £76,000, and now it was 
less than £40,000, and that included three 
or four thousand pounds, cost of the Lunacy 
Office, which did not appear in the 1921 
estimates. It was true that the 1921 estimate 
was for all Ireland, but the setting up of a 
separate High Court in Belfast did not reduce 
the cost in Dublin to anything like the ex- 
tent that’ might be anticipated. It was a 
fallacy to say that, if the former cost for all 
Ireland was £76,000, it should be reduced by 
one-third for the Free State. The réduction 
had been effected by continued campaigns of 
economy, none the less effective because it 
had been achieved without advertisements in 
the newspapers or on the hoardings. 

In the same way great care had been 
exercised in regard to appointments. 
Formerly offices were filled by patronage; 
now they were filled by promotion, and the 
practice had been introduced*of revisin the 
scale of salary when promoting an officer. 
In 1915 there were twenty-five officers with 
salaries of £1,000 or over each, and now 
there were only ten, and they hoped to reduce 
the number further to something like half a 
dozen. Beyond that he did not think there 
was any further economy to be looked for; 
in fact, the examiners’ staff would have to 
be strengthened if the work was to be done 
satisfactorily and quickly. ; 

Dealing with the vote for Land Registry 
and the Registry of Deeds, the Minister 
pointed out that the fees for the registration 
of deeds would amount to about 75 per cent.

MR. RUTTLEDGE REBUKED, 

Mr. V: RICE eres Dublin N.) expressed 
astonishment at Mr. Ruttledge’s reference 
the -recent appointment of a Circuit judge.

Mr, CORRY (F.F., Cork) stated that the

Dr. RYAN (F.F., Wexford) said that it 
was true that the farmers themselves would 
feel it most if the grant were increased.

tage to farmers in paying rates on 
land at present, seeing that the land «as 
their only means of income. Rates on land 
had gone up about 100 per cent. within the 
last ten years, while the price of the farmers’ 
produce had gone up by no more than 20 per 
cent. Certain persons in the community re 
ceived cost of living bonuses, and he thought 
that the farmers should be treated as well as 
any other class in the community. 

Mr. D. J. GOREY (Government, Carlow. 
Kilkenny) said that they would be faced in 
the near future with the necessity of having 
to follow the example set in England in re- 
gard to the rating of agricultural land. 

Mr. BLYTHE, in reply, said that a very 
substantial proportion of any amount added 
to the Agricultural Grant would have to come 
out of the pockets of the farmers. While ho 
did not wish to discuss the question of de- 
rating he would like to point out that it 
would be a different proposition here in the 
Free State as compared with Britain.

ZOOLOGICAL GARDENS. 

Mr. BRISCOE (F.F., Dublin, 8.) asked 
whether, in recognition of the grant given 
to them, the Zoological Society could be 
asked to arrange special facilities for parties 
of school children wishing to visit the 
Gardens. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that, as a matter of 
fact, the Society would be only too anxious 
to facilitate organised visits of school chil- 
dren, and if the Deputy mentioned any parti- 
cular school he would communicate with the 
Society, but he did not think it should be 
made a condition of giving the subsidy. The 
Soviety had been carrying along under diffi. 
culties, Formerly they were able to get 
animals from British Army officers and others 
who were in this country, but now they had 
to buy the animals as cheaply as possible. 

Mr. ANTHONY A reese Cork Borough) 
asked whether the Minister intended in next 
year’s Estimate to make provision for grants 
40 cultural societies, many of which were giv- 
thg their services to the public at a loss from 
year to year. He cited the Cork Shakes- 
pearean Society and also the Cork Amateur 
Uperatic Society, both of which bodies had 
been doing useful educational and cultural 
work for years. He thought that such ineti- 
tutions, whether in Cork or Connemara, 
Dublin or Drimoleague, should receive some 
little subsidy, even if it were only the re. 
mission of the Entertainment Tax. 


ROYAL IRISH ACADEMY. 

Mr. KENNEDY (F-.F., Longford-West- 
meath) asked for some information as to the 
work of the Royal lrish Academy. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that the Royal Irish 
Academy had been receiving grants for over 
a hundred years—since 1800. He could not 
off-hand give a detailed account of the work 
of the Academy; but it was the principal 
‘learned society in this country. Papers on 
‘all sorts of scientific topics and scholarly 
questions were read there, and printed in the 
journals; and he believed it afforded the only 
way in which a scientist or scholar working 
in this country could readily get his work 
noticed by students and scientists abroad. At 
present the Academy was doing very fine 
work in connection with the preparation of a 
great dictionary of the Irish language. 

Mr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin, N.) asked was 
not that dictionary started forty years ago. 

Mr, BLYTHE said that he could not tell, 
| but a great deal of the work had been done 
within the past few years. Three competent 

eople with a very scholarly knowledge of 
rish were constantly at work under the 
direction of one of the greatest Irish scholars 
living. The Society lately had undertaken 
the collection of photographic fac-similes 
of important Irish texts. There was a price. 
less collection of Irish manuscripts there. In 
the Bodleian Library and on the Continent 
there were also priceless Irish manuscripts 
and texts, and the Society was arranging also 
to get photographic fac-similes of these, so 
that students would have an opportunity of 
seeigg the whole available treasure of Irish 
manuscripts.

PROGRESS AND PROSPECTS OF

The facts available were a very clear 
indication of the gullibility of the Executive 
Council. Their over-generosity had utterly 
destroyed the value of the scheme as an ex- 
periment. ter an iture. of £700,000 
or £800,000, they still would nut know. 
whether the scheme was a commercial pro- ' 
ition or not. If the Executive Council 
ad any information to that effect, he would 
be glad to hear it. The subsidy was too 
large, and, while they approved of the idea, 
it should have been carried out on different 
lines, which would have enabled it to 
be conducted. for a longer ‘time 
and on a wider basis. The Carlow 
factory could only manufacture about 
one-seventh or one-eighth of their 
sugar requirements. There was room for six 
or seven other factories in the country, but 
the cost on the present lines would be pro- 
hibitive. For ten years they would only 
have one beet factory as a result of the Go- 
vernment’s handling of thé situation, and it 
was extremely doubtful if that one would con- 
tinue when the subsidy had all been paid. 

Mr. BRISCOE suggested that. domestic 
users of the by-products should be subsidised 
to the extent of getting them at a fixed 


price. 

Mr. GOREY maintained that, apart from 
the question of a subsidy, the experience of 
growers could not be lost. It was more im-. 

rtant to mention that the contract. between 
he growers and the factory for three years 
w expire this season, and a new contract 
would have to be entered into. Growers 
were anxious that matters should be brought 
to a head now before the ground was pre- 
bac for next year's crop. He was aware 
hat up to four or five days ago nothing had 
been done. As regards feeding-stuffs, in the 
first season there was some difhculty in find- 
ing a home market; last year there was a 
great improvement, and this year the whole 
supply was booked íor the home market. 

“GOLD MINE TO GROWERS.” 

Dr. RYAN said that seeing that the 
subsidy was remaining the same, and in view 
of the profits that the firm was making, it 
was not fair to rise the price of the pulp. 

Mr. AIRD (Govt., ix-Offaly) thought 
that the subsidy was justified, especially in 
the area where the beet was grown. Sugar 
beet had proved a gold mine to growers. 
Apart from that, the by-products were very 
valuable for feeding, and would save the 
country importing concentrated foods. Beet 
cultivation improved the land to such an 
extent that corn which followed gave 25 per 
cent. more, while the hay crop on the same 
land improved by 30 per cent. The factory 
had been doing well, and should be fair to 
the growers. If the price was reduced during 
the coming year, a considerable number of 
farmers would cease to grow beet. 

Mr. MOORE referred to the Oxford drying 
method by which the industry could be carried 
on throughout the year, instead of taking the 
roots direct from the land. He hoped that the 

vernment was giving thie matter proper 
attention. 

Mr, DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) said 
that the Government should endeavour to 
maintain as high an acreage as possible in 
the growing of beet. Something should be 
done to influence the directors of the factory 
to reduce their profits and take a step forward 
themselves. When the period of subsidy came 
to an end beet-growers: would be faced with 
a very serious situation. 

Mr. BLYTHE, in reply, said that the type 
of speech made by Deputy Lemass was not 
helpful many way. He outlined the negotia 
tions which led to the establishment of the 
factory, and added that they had either to 
decide in favour of a factory at the rate of

AN IRISH SPEAKER. 

Mr. Richard A. Foley was examined by 
Mr. FitzGerald, who asked if he was a 
native Irish speaker, to which the witness 
replied that he did not remember - tame 
that he was not able to speak in Irish. He 
was born in the Ballymacoda district of 
Cork, and for forty years had been studying 
Irish very closely.

deyoted to Irish that was free from errors ; 
in many cases there would be a number of 
errors on a page, and more than one error 
on many & líne.
